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1 . Original claims 1 -9 are pending. NONE of the preliminary amendments to the 
abstract, specification, claims, or drawings have been entered as they have failed to 
comply with the manner in making amendments set forth in 37 CFR 1.121 (copy 
attached for applicant's convenience). 

2. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed.

The species are independent or distinct because each of the species is structurally 
different and functions differently. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims appear generic.
